try. It had no;great surplus of 
prestige to begin with, for it took | 
power without popular consent at | 
a time when the public felt that | 
an election was due; and such 
prestige as it had waned rapidly. | 
Cabinet reconstruction was a 
necessary preliminary to election 
if the Premier hoped to survive. 
By the introduction of new mem- 
bers and the launching of a new 
and positive program he might be 
able to divert attention from the 
past to the future and gain a 
mandate to carry on, That he has 
succeeded in this is by no means 
assured. While some-of the new 
members are well known and will 
bring strength to the government, 
collectively it may be doubted 
whether they can pull more in a 
test of strength than theymen they 
replace. If the government sur- 
vive the election it will be a tri- 
umph for the resoureefulness and 
prestige of the Premier, rather 
pe due to the popularity gained 
by the introduction of the ‘‘new 
hlood.’’ 

Who is in the government is of 
less importance than what the 
government does, and proposes to | 
The country needs leader- | 
of the positive and aggres- 
tvpe. It is suffering from 
indecision and lack of popular 
confidenee in the future. Indus- 
trial dullness and trade stagnation 
follow as matters of course, with 
unrest. In his London; 
speech the Premier mentioned | 
these as the conditions which | 
moved him to eall an election. 
They are therefore the conditions | 
accountable for the change in the 
make-up of the cabinet. Whether 
the change has contributed much 
to their amendment is doubtful. 
Most of the new names will sound 
strange to the ears of most of the 
electors. Few of the new .mem 
bers have been rated as prominent 
figures on the Dominion stage. 
Taken together they are hardly 
names to conjure with, to dispel
